REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the amendment filed December 4, 2008, claimed metal-organic compound 
preparation process is limited to a one step process . Since von Haken Spence et al. 
(US 6,355,744) only discloses a two step process for the preparation of the metal- 
organic compound as demonstrated in Synthesis 2 in col. 8, where a ligand salt is 
prepared first and then reacted with the transition metal compound to form the metal- 
organic compound, and does not teach or reasonably suggest a one step process of the 
instant claims, the instant claims are, therefore, deemed to be novel and nonobvious 
over the cited prior art.
